Chief Rich¬ 
ards is very anxious to know of 
these conditions, so that he can 
do his utmost to clear them up. 

We have learned again that 
emergencies do arise. This warns 
us that our equipment for fires 
should always be in good work¬ 
ing order. The time between fires 
is no indication as to the serious¬ 
ness of the next one. Let’s keep 
the “Fire's Out.”
